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PRESIDENTS  REPORT 


Philip  M.  A  Iden 


Having  closed  our  books  this  year  just  two  hundred  years 
after  Swedenborg,  almost  to  the  day,  bade  his  farewell  to 
this  world,  it  is  encouraging  to  be  able  to  cite  figures 
demonstrating  the  imperishable  vitality  of  his  works  and 
ever  broadening  public  interest  in  his  teachings  as  well  as  the 
unflagging  support  of  well  wishers.  Ten  years  ago,  our 
annual  income  was  about  $73,000.  This  year  it  reached 
$135,600.  Gifts  and  bequests  in  1962  totaled  $1,700, 
increasing  to  about  $5,000  in  1970,  and  jumping  to  $35,000 
in  1971  and  $116,000  in  1972,  largely  due  to  substantial 
bequests  from  some  individuals  unknown  to  us  except  from 
our  records  of  occasional  purchasers.  During  the  past  five 
years  our  distribution  has  steadily  increased,  particularly  in 
the  relation  between  volumes  sold  and  those  donated:

Donated  16,874  13,557

Sales  over  the  counter,  individual  book  store  sales,  and 
college  and  library  mail  orders,  nearly  tripled,  from  5,326  to 
15,175  during  this  period. 

During  1969-70  the  total  book  distribution  exceeded 
35,000  due  to  the  large  increase  in  donations  to  West  Africa, 
including  1,000  paperback  introductory  titles,  at  times,  in  a 
single  month.  African  distribution  was  curtailed  con¬ 
siderably  during  the  past  year,  being  made  more  selective, 
totaling  only  5,280  books,  due  to  a  warning  from  our 
investment  counsellors  that  we  must  face  the  probability  of 
a  diminished  allocation  from  the  Emanuel  Fund  during  the 
year  ahead.

The  Editorial  and  Publications  Committee  has  been  most 
active  in  a  review  of  manuscripts,  promotion  material 
selections  of  material  for  date-books,  and  other  publishing 
matters.  Publications  during  the  past  year  have  been  largely 
limited  to  reprints  of  exhausted  editions,  a  substantial 
volume  of  which  we  have  not  been  able  to  complete  before 
closing  our  books  for  the  year.  Grants  have  been  extended 
for  the  publication  and  further  translations  in  Japanese, 
Spanish,  Gujarati,  Tamil,  Teluga,  Danish,  and  German.

OUTREACH 

The  Outreach  Committee  list  of  accredited  distributors 
has  been  increased  to  86,  with  four  new  applications  still 
under  consideration.  The  intensity  of  activity  has  shifted 
from  the  U.S.  with  its  30  members,  of  whom  13  have 
become  inactive,  to  foreign  representatives.  Canada  leads 
the  field  with  26.  Africa  is  next  with  1 1.  then  comes  India,  4; 
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Australia,  3;  and  Korea,  New  Zealand,  South  America,  and 
the  West  Indies  with  one  each.  Total  reported  distribution 
was  4,100  volumes  at  a  cost  of  $5,104  (cost  of  books)  plus 
$3,042  in  postage.  $2, 100  was  disbursed  among  these  in 
grants.

LEGAL 

The  Law  Committee  had  an  unusually  active  year  in 
protecting  the  interests  of  the  Foundation  which  appeared 
threatened  by  the  I.R.S.  moves  to  restrict  Federal  tax 
exemptions  of  charitable  foundations  and  to  retain  our 
exemption  from  New  York  Real  Estate  taxes.  We  have  had 
to  hold  many  interviews  and  respond  to  numerous 
questionaires  in  our  efforts  to  retain  our  exempt  status  as  a 
public  charity  under  the  Internal  Revenue  Act,  and  N.Y. 
tax  exemption  on  our  real  estate.  These  are  still  pending 
with  uncertain  results  and  further  action  may  be  required. 
An  amendment  to  our  charter  was  filed  in  order  to  facilitate 
these  objectives.  In  this  connection  we  wish  to  record  our 
appreciation  of  the  cooperation  of  Board  member  Howard 
Lawrence,  our  consultants  Russel  G.  Rogers,  the  law  firm 
Burke  and  Burke,  and  our  auditors  Touche  Ross  &  Co. 

The  settlement  of  the  estate  of  John  C.  Byrne  has  brought 
us  a  bequest  of  $1 12,000  and  others  are  in  process. 

Assistance  has  been  rendered  to  the  City  of  New  York  in 
the  matter  of  a  $10,000  suit  against  the  city  for  injuries 
(dislocated  finger)  sustained  in  a  fall  by  a  pedestrian  on  our 
sidewalk,  before  it  was  relaid.  The  Foundation  was  not  a 
party  in  the  suit.

INVESTMENTS  AND  BUDGET 

Our  Investment  Committee  has  continued  to  maintain 
close  contact  with  our  investment  counselors.  There  was  a 
small  overall  appreciation  during  the  year,  the  appreciation 
in  equities  outweighing  a  depreciation  in  bond  quotations. 
Capital  account  was  augmented  by  receipt  of  the  Byrne 
estate  of  approximately  $100,000  in  securities  and  $12,000 
cash.  Our  portfolio  continues  to  be  conservatively  oriented 
with  slightly  over  50%  in  equities,  and  the  balance  in  high 
grade  bonds,  most  of  which  were  purchased  years  ago  when 
interest  rates  were  quite  low. 

Our  budget  for  1971-72  had  forecast  a  deficit  of  some 
$20,000,  which  was  not  realized  due  to  unanticipated 
receipts  and  deferral  of  projected  expenses.  For  the  present 
year  your  Board  has  approved  a  budget  based  on  estimated 
income  of  $145,000  with  estimated  expenses  of  $186,000. 


ADVERTISING  AND  PUBLIC  RELATIONS 

The  Advertising  Committee  has  confined  its  promotion 
during  the  past  year  largely  to  radio  and  disemination  of  the 
“Keeping  The  Faith”  series  which  has  continued  to  be  well 
received  by  a  broad  section  of  local  media.  A  series  of  TV 
spot  filler  programs  has  been  undertaken  through  the  Precis 
organization,  the  first  one,  “The  Unbelievable  Man,” 
having  been  programmed  by  some  66  widely  scattered  local 
TV  stations.  Our  annual  “Date  Book”  continues  to  be  in 
strong  demand,  9,000  copies  having  been  distributed.  The 
mailing  list  for  our  Newsletter  has  increased  from  11,000 
last  fall  to  13,000  this  spring,  each  issue  producing  a 
gratifying  number  of  orders  and  appreciative  letters. 
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During  the  year  we  have  sponsored  lectures  on  the 
campuses  of  Fairleigh  Dickinson  — Rutherford  and 
Madison,  New  Jersey.  We  participated  in  funding  a  four 
session  seminar  jointly  with  the  New  York  Society  of  the 
New  Church  and  the  New  York  Association  at  the  Union 
Theological  Seminary  which  has  just  been  concluded.

We  have  examined  the  accompanying  statement  of  net 
assets  of  Swedenborg  Foundation.  Incorporated  (a  New  York 
membership  corporation)  as  of  March  31.

In  our  opinion,  which  with  respect  to  grants,  bequests  and 
gifts  is  limited  to  those  recorded  on  the  records,  the  financial 
statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly  the  net  assets  of 
Swedenborg  Foundation.  Incorporated  at  March  31.  1972,  and 
the  results  of  its  operations  and  changes  in  net  assets  for  the  year 
then  ended,  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles  applied  on  a  basis  consistent  w  ith  that  of  the  preceding 
year.

NOTE  4  -  LAND  AND  BUILDING: 

Land  and  building,  at  cost,  are  summarized  as  follows: 

Land  $  92,000 

Building  and  improvements  $178,427

Depreciation  of  building  and  improvements  is  provided  by 
the  straight-line  method  over  the  estimated  useful  life  of  forty 
(401  years. 

NOTE  5  -  REMAINDER  INTERESTS  IN  ASSETS: 

(a)  The  Foundation  has  a  one-half  interest  in  the  residuary 
estate  of  John  Hudson  Chambers  represented  by  assets  held  in 
Canada.  The  assets  are  being  carried  at  quoted  prices  at  Decem¬ 
ber  31.  1926  (approximate  market  at  March  31.  1972.  $128,525). 
The  assets  are  distributable  under  the  terms  of  the  Will  after 
the  death  of  certain  life  tenants.  Fixed  annuities  are  payable,  if 
earned,  to  various  beneficiaries  during  their  lifetime  from  the 
income  of  the  major  portion  of  these  assets,  any  excess  of  income 
being  paid  to  the  residuary  legatees.  The  income  from  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  the  assets  is  shared  by  other  life  tenants  (or  their 
surviving  widows).  The  residuary  legatees  share  in  the  income  to 
the  same  extent  as  enjoyed  by  the  deceased  life  tenants  during 
their  lifetime. 

(b)  The  Foundation  is  beneficiary  of  a  $3,000  life  insurance 
policy  on  the  life  of  Emil  Theilmann,  deceased,  payment  of 
which  is  deferred  until  the  death  of  the  income  beneficiary. 

(c)  The  Foundation  has  a  one-half  interest  in  the  residuary 
estate  of  John  O.  West.  This  estate  is  estimated  to  be  valued  at 
approximately  $120,000.  Under  the  terms  of  the  Will,  final  dis¬ 
tribution  is  to  be  made  twenty  years  from  the  date  of  death  (1975). 
At  the  present  time,  the  Will  is  being  contested  by  other  bene¬ 
ficiaries  and  a  former  wife  of  the  decedent.  The  amount  of  the 
eventual  distribution  to  the  Foundation  by  the  estate  is  not 
determinable  at  this  date. 

(d)  The  Foundation  has  a  remainder  interest  in  the  estate  of 
Arthur  J.  Tavini.  Under  the  terms  of  the  Will,  the  Foundation 
is  to  receive  $1,000  upon  settlement  of  the  estate  but  it  has  been 
recorded  at  the  nominal  amount  of  $1.00  pending  settlement. 


NOTE  1  -  INVESTMENTS  IN  MARKETABLE  SECURITIES: 

Stocks  are  carried  at  cost  and  bonds  at  amortized  cost. 
Premiums  on  bonds  are  being  amortized  from  dates  of  purchase 
to  the  respective  maturity  dates.

NOTE  2  -  BOOKS  AND  PRINTED  SHEETS: 

The  books  and  printed  sheets  are  valued  at  cost,  but  are  to  be 
donated  or  sold  at  less  than  carrying  value. 

NOTE  3  -  PENSION  PLAN: 

The  Foundation  has  a  nonvested.  noncontributory  pension 
plan  for  regular  employees.  The  charge  to  expense  for  the  year 
ended  March  31.  1972  was  $5,000.  The  funds  accumulated  to 
March  31.  1972  for  this  purpose  of  $23,913  (including  interest 
of  $1,913)  are  on  deposit  in  a  savings  account.  A  liability  for 
the  $23,913  is  included  in  accounts  payable. 


NOTE  6  -  FUNDS  RESTRICTED  FOR  SPECIFIC  PURPOSES:

The  purposes  and  powers  of  the  Foundation  are  to  print,  pub¬ 
lish,  circulate  and  distribute  the  theological,  scientific  and  other 
works  and  writings  of  EMANUEL  SWEDENBORG,  for  benev¬ 
olent,  charitable,  scientific,  missionary  and  philanthropic  put- 
poses,  as  well  as  annotations,  commentaries  thereon  and  ex¬ 
tracts  therefrom,  and  to  purchase,  sell,  translate  into  any  lan¬ 
guage,  edit  and  advertise  such  works  and  writings;  to  print,  pub¬ 
lish,  circulate,  purchase,  or  sell  literature  in  agreement  there¬ 
with  or  collateral  thereto;  to  acquire,  prepare,  publish  and  dis¬ 
tribute  biographies  of  EMANUEL  SWEDENBORG;  to  hold 


meetings,  lectures,  debates  and  conferences  as  a  means  of  pro¬ 
moting  interest  in  his  writings  and  teachings;  to  maintain  read¬ 
ing-rooms,  libraries,  branches  and  stations  for  reference  and 
study  of  such  writings  and  teachings  in  any  part  of  the  world; 
and  to  do  such  other  lawful  things  as  may  be  incidental  to  the 
carrying  into  effect  of  the  foregoing  purposes  and  powers,  which 
purposes  and  powers  shall  be  exercised  without  any  pecuniary 
profit  to  any  officer,  member  or  employee  of  the  corporation 
except  reasonable  compensation  for  services  in  effecting  one  or 
more  of  such  purposes  or  powers.
